PCT Contracting States are bound by Chapter II). 

CONFIRMATION OF PRECAUTIONARY DESIGNATIONS

international publication of the international application, in which case that document will be considered to have been received 
by the International Bureau on the last day of the 1 6-month time limit (Rule 17.
